The following Acts of Pni-lianient recBived the assent of the President on 
the 22nd August, 1962 and are hereby published for general information ; — 

THE PREVENTIVE DETENTION (SECOND AMEND- 
MENT) ACT, 1952 
No. LXI OF 1962 

[22nd August, 1962] 

An Aot furtlier to amend the Preventive Detention Act, 1960. 

Bb it enacted by Parliament as follows ; — 

1. Shoit title and commencement. — (1) This Act may be called the 
Preventive Detention (Second Amendment) Act, 1062. 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government 
^ayi by notification in the Official Gai^ette, appoint. 

2. Amendment of oeotion 1, Act IV of 1960. — In sub-section (3) of section 
1 of the Preventive Detontioin Act, 1960 (hereinafter referred to as the 
principal Act), for the words and figures “1st day of October, 1952” 
the words and figures “Slst day of December, 1964” shall be substituted. 

8. Amendment of section 2, Act IV of 1960. — In section 2 of the 
principal Aot, in clause (a), for the words "Chief Commissioner” the words 
"Lieutenant-Governor or, as the case may be, the Chief Commissioner” 
shall be substituted. 

4 . Amendment of section 3, Act IV of 1960. — In section 8 of the princi- 
pal Act, — 

(t) in sub-section (3), for the words "have a bearing on the neces- 
sity for the order”, tho following words shall be substituted, namely: — 

"have a bearing on the matter, and no such order made after 
the commencement of the Preventive Detention (Eecond Amend- 
ment) Act, 1062, shall remain in force for more than twelve days 

( 282 a ) 
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after the making thereof unless in the meantime it has been 
approved by the State Government.”; 

(ii) after sub-section (3), the following sub-section shall be in- 
serted, namely : — 

"(4) When any order is made or approved by the State 
Government under this section, the State Government shall, as 
soon as may be, report the fact to the Central Government 
together with the grounds on which the order has been made and 
such other particulars as in the opinion of the State Government 
have a bearing on the necessity for the order. ’ ’ 

6. Amendment of section 6, Act IV ol 1960. — Section 6 of the principal 
Act shall be re-numbered as sub-section (1) thereof, and after that sub- 
section as so re-numbered, the following sub section shall be inserted, 
namely : — , 

"(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Code of Criminal 
I^rocedure, 1898 (Act V of 1898), every oSonce under clause (b) of 
sub-section (1) shall be cognizable.” 

6. Amendment ol section 7, Act IV ol 1950.— In sub-section (1) of 
section 7 of the principal Act, for the words “as soon as may bo”, the words 
“as soon as may be, but not later than five days from the date of detention” 
shall be substituted. 

7. Amendment ol section 8, Act IV ol L950. — lu section 8 of the princi- 
pal Act, — 

(a) in sub-section (3), the proviso shall be omitted; 

(b) after sub-section (i)), the following sub-section shall be insert- 
ed, namely : — 

“(3) The appropriate Government shall appoint one of the 
members of the Advisory lioard who is or has been a Judge of a 
High Court to be its Chairman, and in the ease of a Part C State 
the appointment to the Advisory Board, of any person who is o 
Judge of the High Court of a Part A State or a Part B State shall 
be with the previous approval of the State Government concerned : 

Provided that nothing in this sub-section shall affect the 
power of any Advisory Board constituted before the commence- 
ment of the Preventive Detention (Second Amendment) Aot, 1962, 
to dispose of any reference under section 9 pending before it at 
such commencement.” 

8. Substitution of new section lot section 9, Act IV ol 1960. — For sec- 
tion 9 of the principal Act, the following section shall be substituted, 
namely: — 

“9. Reference to Advisory Boards . — In every case where a deten- 
tion order has been made under this Act, the appropriate Government 
shall, within thirty days from the date of detention under the order, 
place before the Advisory Board constituted by it under section 8 the 
grounds on which the order has been made and the representation, if 
any, made by the person affected by the order, and in case where the 
order has been made by an officer, also the report by such officer under 
sub -section (3) of section 8.” 
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9. Amendmont of section 10, Act IV ol I960.— In aeotion 10 of the 
principal Act,— 

(a) for aub-eection (1), the following ahaU be aubstitnted, 
namely ; — ■ 

“(1) The Advisory Board shall, after oonsidering the materials 
placed before it and, after calling for such farther information as 
it may deem necessary from the appropriate Government or from 
any person called for the purpose through the appropriate Govern- 
ment or from the person concerned, and E in any particular case 
it considers it essential so to do or if the person concerned desires to 
be heard, after hearing him in person, submit its report to the 
appropriate Government within ten weeks from the date of de- 
tention.”; 

(b) in sub-section (>9), the words “to attend in person or” shall be 
omitted, and for the words ‘‘legal representative” the words “legal 
practitioner” shall be substituted. 

10. Inaertlon of new section HA in Act IV of 1960. — After section 11 
of the principal Act, the following section shall be inserted, namely: — 

“11 A, Maximum 'period of detention. — (2) The maximum period 
for which any person may be detained in pursuance of any detention 
order ^vhich has been confirmed under section 11 shall be tw'elve 
months from the date of detention. 

(5) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section (2), every 
detention order which has been confirmed under section 11 before the 
commencement of the Preventive Detention (Second Amendment) Act, 
1962, shall, unless a shorter period is specified in the order, continue 
to remain in force until the Ist dav of April, 1968, or until the ex- 
piration of twelve months from the date of detention, whichever 
period of detention expires later. 

(3) The provisions of sub-section {S) shall have effect notwith- 
standing anything to the contrary contained in section 8 of the 
Preventive Detention (Amendment! Act, 1962 (XXXTV of 1962), but 
nothing contained in this section shall affect the power of the appro- 
priate Government to revoke or modify the detention order at any 
earlier time.” 

11. Amendment ol section 13, Act IV of 1960. — ^For sub-section (2) of 

section 1.S of the principal Act, the following sub-section shall be substitut- 
ed, namely: — I 

“(2) The revocation or expiry of a detention order shall not bar 
the making of a fresh detention ordor under section 3 against the same 
person in any case where fresh facta have arisen after the date of 
revocation or expiry on which the Central Government or a State 
Government or an officer, as the case may be, is satisfied that such 
an order should be made.” 
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THE RESERVE AND AUXILIARY AIR FORCES 

ACT, 1962 
No. LXIT OF 1962 

[22nd Autjuat, 1952] 

An Act to provide for the constitution and regulation of certain 
Air Force Reserves and also an Auxiliary Air Force and for 
matters connected therewith. 

Be it enacted by Parliament as follows ■ — 

CHAPTEE I 
Preliminary 

1. Short title, extent and commencement. — (1) This Act may be called 
the Eeserve and Auxiliary Air Forces Act, 1962. 

[8) It extends to the whole of India. 

(3) This Chapter shall come into force at once, and the remaining 
provisions shall come into force on such date as the Central Government 
may, by notification in the OfiBcial Gazette, appoint, and diSerent dates 
may bo appointed for different provisions. 

2. Definitions. — In this Act, unless the context othorwiso requires, — 

(a) "Air Force Eeserve” means any of the Air Force Eeserves 
raised and maintained under this Act; 

(b) "competent authority''’ means an air officer or a committee 
consisting of two or more air officers appointed under section 3; 

(o) "prescribed” means prescribed by rules made under this Act; 

(d) all other words and expressions used herein and defined in 
the Air Force Act, 1960 (XEV of 1960), and' not hereinbefore defined 
shall have the meanings respectively assigned to them by that Act. 

8. Appointment of competent authority.^ — The Central Government 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint an air officer or a com- 
mittee consisting of two or more air officers to perform all or any of the 
functions of the competent authority under this Act for such area as may 
be specified in the notification. 

CHAPTEE TI 

Beqular Am Force Eeserve 

4. Oonatltutlon of Regular Air Force Reserve — The Central Govern- 
ment may raise and maintain in the manner hereafter in this Chapter 
provided an Air Force Reserve to be designated the Regular Air Force 
Eeserve which shall consist solely of persona transferred or appointed to 
It under section 8. 
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6. Beoruitment to the Begular Air Force Reserve. — (i) The competent 
authority may, by general or specjal order, transfer to the Regular Air 
Force Eeserve — 

(a) any officer or airman of the Air Force who under the terms 
and conditions of his service is liable to serve in any Air Force Eeservtr 
if and when constituted; 

(h) any officer or airman of the Air Force whose commission qjr 
engagement in the Air Force has been terminated before the com- 
mencement of this Act and who under the teims of his commission 
or engagement was liable to sciwe in any 'Air Force Eeserve if and 
when constituted; 

(o) any officer or airman who has served in the Air Force and 
has retired therefrom; 

and any officer or airman so transferred shall be deemed to be a member 
of the said Reserve. 

(2) The competent authority may, in such ciroumstances and subject 
to such conditions os may be prescribed, by special order, appoint to the 
Regular Air Force Reserve any member of the Air Defence Reserve or 
the Auxiliary Air Force raised and mnirituincd under this Act, and where 
any such member is so appointed, he shall cease to be a member of the 
Air Defence Reserve or the Auxiliary Air Force, as the case may be, and 
shall as from the data of such appointment be deemed to be a member 
of the Regular Air Force Eeserve. 

(3) The competent authority may, for reasons which in its opinion 
are sufficient, cancel any order made under sub-section yl) or sub-section 
(2) and on the cancellation of such order the person in respect of whom 
the order had been made shall cease to be a member of the Regular Air 
Force Reserve. 

6. Classes of peraons In the Regular Air Force Reserve.— Members of 
the Regular Air Force Reserve shall be divided into the following classes, 
namely ; — 

(a) general duties officers, 

(fa) ground duties offioers, and 

(o) airmen, 

and every officer shall be entitled on transfer or appointment to the 
Reserve to hold the same rank as that which he last held in the Air 
Force, or the Air Defence Eeserve or the Auxiliary Air Force, as the case 
may be, before such transfer or appointment. 

7. Period of Sorvloe. — (1) Every member of the Regular Air Force 
Reserve shall be liable to serve in the Reserve- — 

(a) if he is transferred to the Reserve under sub-section (1) of 
section 6, for the period of his Reserve liability; and 

(b) if he is appointed to the Reserve under sub-section (2) of 
section 5, for the remainder of the period for which he was liable to 
serve in the Air Defence Reserve or the Auxiliary Air Force, as the 
case may be ; 
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Proviited that the competent authority may require any nnoh 
member to serve in the Eeserve for such further period or periods 
not exceeding in the aggregate five years as it may think fit. 

Ex,planation I . — Eor the purposes of this sub-seotion, "period 
of Eeserve liability” in relation to any member of the Eegular Air 
Force Eeserve means the period for which under the terms and 
conditions of his service in the Air Force he was liable to serve in 
any Air Force Eeserve if and when constituted. 

Explanation II. — In computing the period of Eeseiwe liability in 
relation to any member of the Eegular Air Force Eeserve whose 
commission or engagement in the Air Force was terminated before 
the commencement of this Act, the period which has elapsed between 
such terminutioii and the date of such commencement shall be includ- 
ed. 

(S) Notwithstanding anything contained in suh-seotion (I), no person 
shall be liabie to serve in the Eeserve after attaining the prescribed age. 

8. Termination of ssrvlce in tiie Eeserve,' — Every member of the 
Eegular Air Force Eeserve shall, on completion of the period of his service 
therein, cease to bo a member of the Eeserve. 

CHAPTEE III 
Aih Defbnob Eeserve 

9. Oonetltution of Air Itelence Eeserve. — The Central Government 
may raise and maintain in the manner hereafter in this Chapter provided 
an Air Force Eeserve to be designated the Air Defence Eeserve which 
shall consist of persons deemed under the provisions of section 16 
to he enrolled therein. 

10. Olasaes of persons In the Air Defence Eeserve. "Members of the 
Air Defence Eeserve shall be divided into the following classos, namely — 

(a) general duties officers; 

(b) ground duties officers; and 

(c) airmen. 

11. Obligation to register. — (1) Every ciii/.en of India who.— 

(a) holds or has held a public transport pilot’s lioenoe (“B” 
Idcenoo) issued under the Indian Aircraft Eules, 1937, or 

[b] has had not loss than two hundred hours’ experience of solo 
flying, including not less than thirty landings, or 

('r') holds or has held n first class navigator’s licence issued under 
the Indian Aircraft Eules, 1937, or 

(d) has had at least four years’ aviation experience during which 
at least six hundred hours shall have been spent in the air, not less 
than one hundred hours of such experience being experience of navi- 
gation in the air, or 

(e) holds nr hns held a first class radio telegraph operator’s lu'ence 
issued under the Indian Aircraft Eules, 1987, or 
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(f) holds or has held a radio telephone operator’s lioenoe issued 
under the Indian Aircraft liules, 1987, or 

(^) holds or has held a licence as ground engineer in any of the 
categories A, B, 0, D or X issued uiuier the Indian Aircraft liules, 
1987, or 

(h) is or was at any tune employed m connection with any aero- 
drome or in' connection with the control and movement of aircraft, 
in such capacity as may be prescribed, 

shall within the prescribed period correctly fill up, or cause to be Med 
up, to the best of his knowdedge and belief the prescribed form, and sign 
and lodge it with the competent authority nearest to his usual place of 
residence or business: 

Brovidod that nothing contained in this sub-section shall apply — 

(t) to any person belonging to any of the classes specified in 
clauses (a) to (/), if he has attained the age of thirty- seven years; or 

{ii) to any person belonging to any of the classes specified in 
clauses {g) and (/i), if he has attained the age of fifty years. 

(d) Without prejudice to the provisions contained in sub-section (I), 
the competent authority may, if it is satisfied that the provisions of 
that sub-section apply to any person, by order in writing, require that 
person to furnish within such time such particulars as may be specified 
in the order and such person shall within the specified time furnish 
correctly to the best of his knowledge and belief the said particulars to 
the said authority in such form and manner as may be prescribed. 

12. Liability to be called up for Inquiry. — Every person to whom the 
provisions of section 11 arc applicable shall be liable to be called up 
for inquiry under section 13 — 

(a) if ho belongs to any of the classes specified in clause^ (a) 
to (/) of sub-section (1) of section 11 until he has completed his 
thirty-seventh year, and 

(b) it he belongs to any of the classes specified in clauses (g) 
and {h) of the said sub-section, until he has completed his fiftieth 
year. , 

13. Oalllttg-up for inquiry. — The competent authority may cause 
to be served on any person for the time being liable to be called up for 
inquiry under section 12 a written notice stating that he is called up 
for inquiry regarding his fitness for service in the Air Defence Eeserve 
and requiring him to present himself to such person and at such place 
and at such time as may bo specified in the notice and to submit himself 
to inquiry by the said person. 

14. Medical examination.— Every person called up for inquiry under 
section 13 shall, if and when required by the competent authority, 

present hhusclf for examination before such medical officer as may be 
directed by that authority and, for the prnposos of such examination, 
shall comply with the directions of the medical officer. 
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16. EeglstratJon oi persona considered lit for enrolment. — If, after 
Buoh inquiry and medical examination aa aforesaid , Ibe competent authority 
considers a person fit for enrolment in the Air Defence Reserve, it shall 
inform him accordingly and enter his name and other prescribed particulars 
in a register maintained in such form and manner as may be prescribed' 

16. Calling up for sarvlce. — The competent authority may cause to 
be served on any person whose name is entered in the register maintained 
in pursuance of section 16 a written notion stating that he is called 
up for service in the Air Defence Reserve and requiring him to present 

himself at such place and time and to such authority as may be specified 
in the notice; and the person upon whom the notice is served shall bo 
deemed to bo enrolled in the Reserve as from the day so specified. 

17. Period of service. — (2) Every person deemed to be enrolled in 
the Air Defence Reserve shall be liable for service — 

(а) if he belongs to any of the classes specified in clauses (a) 
to (/) of sub-seotjon (1) of section 11, until be has completed his forty- 
second year; 

(б) if he belongs tp any of the classes specified in clauses (g) 
and (h) of the said sub-section, until he has completed his fifty-fifth 
year. 

(Sj Every such person, on attaining the age specified in sub-section 
(1), shall cease to be a member of the Air Defence Reserve, 

CHAPTER IV 
Auxiliary Air Forge 

18. Constitution of Auxiliary Air Force.- — (1) The Central Government 
may raise and maintain in the manner hereafter in this Chapter provided 

an Air Force to be designated the Auxihary Air Force. 

(2) The Central Government may constitute such number of squad- 
rons and units of the Auxiliary Air Force aa it thinks fit and may disband 
or reconstitute any squadron or unit. 

19. Olaflflea of persons In the Auxiliary Air Force. — Members of tho 
Auxiliary Air Force shall be divided into the following classes, namely: — 

(a) general duties officers; 

(b) ground duties officers; and 

(o) airmen. 

20. Officers of the Auxiliary Air Force. — The President may grant to 
such person as he thinks fit a oommission ns an officer in tho Auxiliary 
Air Force with designation of rank corresponding to that of any commis- 
sioned officer in tho Air Force. 

21. Perflons eligible for enrolment. — Any citizen of India may offer 
hiiTiself for enrolment in the Auxiliary Air Foroo and may, if he satisfies 
the prescribed eoiiditions, be so enrolled on such terms as may be 
prescribed. 
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22. Period of service. — Evrry officer nud event' enrolled person gludl, 
subject to Euiy rulos that itun be made in this behalf under this Aot, 
be lequned to serve in the Auxiliary Air Force for a period of five years 
fro ri tne date of his appointment or enrolment but may, after the com- 
fiction ot hiu period of serv’ice, volunteer to serve therein for furl her 
periods each of not mote than five years’ duration. 

23. Termination of service, — The serviie of any officer or enrolled 
person ifi the Auxiluirv Air Force may, at any time before the comple- 
tiOJi of his period of service, he terminated by such iiuthonty and under 
such conditions as may be preaoribed. 

24. Advisory Oommlttee. — (I) The Central Government shall, as 
soon as may be after the conimencement of this Act, constitute — 

(a) for the whole of India, a Central Advisory Committee; 

(b) for each State, a State Advisory Committee; and 

(c) for every unit of the Auxiliary Air Force, a Unit Advisory 
Committee. 

(i’) It shall be the duty of the Central Advisory Committee to advise 
the Central Govenmicnt on matters connected with the Auxiliary Air 
Force generally, of the State Advisory Committee to advise the Central 
Government on matters connected with the formation of squadrons 
or units in the State and squadrons or units already stationed in the State. 

(,3) The duties, powers and procedure of Advisory Committees and in 
particular the matters in respect of which the Advisory Committees may 
he called ipon to give advice shall be such as may be prescribed. 

CHAPTEH V 

Liabilitv and Dihoiplinb of Membebs of Ekskbvf, and Auxiliary Aih 

Forobs 

25. Liability to bo called up for service. — Every member of an Air 
Force Eexeivc or the Auxiliary Air Force shall, during the period of his 
service, be liable to be called up — 

(a) for training for such period as may be prescribed and for 

medical examination, 

(b) for service in aid of the civil power, 

(c' for Air Force service in India or abroad. 

20. Application of Air Force Act, 1960. — Every membur of an Air 
Force Eeserve or the Auxiliary Air Force shall, when called up for train- 
ing, medical examination or for service under this Act, be subject tb the 
Air Force A'T, I960 (XLY of 1960), and the rules made th'reuuder in 
the same manner as u person belonging to the Air Force and holding the 
same rank is subject to the said Act and rules and shall continue to bo 
so subject until duly released from such training, medical examination 
or service, as the case may be. 
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CHAPTEE VI 
Miscellaneous 

27. Reinstatement In civil employ ot persons requirea to perform 
service under this Act. — (1) It Bball be the duty of every employer by 
whom a person called up under section 26 is employed to grant him 
such leave us may be necessary and to reinstate him in his employment 
on the termination of the period during which he has been so called u^j 
in an occupation and under conditions not less favourable to him than 
those which would have been applicable to hini had he not been so called 
up; 

Provided that if the employer refuses to reinstate such person or 
'deniOE his liability to reinstate such person, or if for any reason the re- 
instatement of such person is represented by the employer to be imprac- 
ticable, either party may refer the matter to the prescribed authority 
and that authority shall, after considering all matters which may be 
put before him and after niabing such further inquiry into the matter as 
may be prescribed, pass an order — 

(o) exempting the employer from the provisions of this section, 
or 


t^b) requiring him to re-employ auoh person on such terms as that 
authority thinks suitable, or 

(o) requiring him to pay to such person by way of compensation 
for failure or inability to re-employ a sum not exceeding an amount 
equal to six mouths’ remuneration at the rate at which his last re- 
muneration was payable to him by the employer, 

(J?) If any employer fails to obey the order of any such authority as is 
reterred to in the proviso to sub-section (I), he shall be punishable with 
tine which may extend to one thousand rupees, and the court by which 
an employer is convicted under this section shall order him (if he has 
not already been so required by the said authority) to pay to the person 
whom he has failed to re-employ a sum equal to six months’ remunera- 
tion at the rate at which his last remuneration was payable to him by the 
employer, and any amount so required to be paid either by the said 
authority or by the court shall be recoverable as if it were a fine imposed 
toy such court. 

(3) In any proceeding under this section it shdll be a defence for an 
employer to prove that the person formerly employed did not apply to 
the employer for reinstatement within a period of two months from the 
termination of the jieriod during which he was called up under section 25. 

(4j The duty imposed by sub-section (I) upon an employer to grant 
leave to a person such as is described in that sub-section or to reinstate 
hi] 11 in his employment shall attach to an employer who, before such 
person is actually called up under section 2B, terminates his employment 
in circumstances such as to indicate an intention to evade the duty 
imposed by that sub-section and such intention shall be presumed until 
the contrary is proved if the termination takes place after the issue of 
an order relating to that person under section 25. 
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28. Preservation of certain rights of persons called up lor aer^e. — 
When any person called up under section 26 has any rights under any 
provident fund or superannuation fund or other scheme for the benefit of 

■ employees maintaiued in connection with the employment he reliiujuishes, 
he shall continue, during the period for which he has been so called up 
and if he is reinstated, until such reinstatement under the provisions of 
this Act, to have in respect of such fund or scheme such rights as may be 
prescribed. 

29. Pay and allowances. — (1) Every member of an Air Eoice lleserve 
or the Auxiliary Air Eorce shall, during the period of training or active 
service, receive such pay and allowances as are admissible to an officer 

■ or airman, as the case may be, in the corresponding rank, branch or trade 
of the Air Eorce. 

(H) Where any such member was in any employment immediately 
before he is called up for training under section 26, the employer shall, 
■■during the period of the training, he liable to pay to him the difference, 
if any, between the pay and allowances which ho would have received 
from the employer if he had not been called up for such training and the 
pay and allowances which he receives as such member while under train- 
ing. 

{3) If any employer refuses or fails to pay to any such member the 
■difference in pay and allowances as provided in sub-section (S), such 
difference in pay a^jjd allowances may, on application bj the member to 
the prescribed authority, be recovered from the employer in such manner 
■as may be prescribed. 

30. Penalties. — (1) If any person refuses or without lawful cxcu.se (the 
burden of proving which shall lie upon such person) neglects to comply 
fully with the requirements of sub-section (1) of section 11 or of 
any order made under sub-seotion (9) of that section or with the require- 
ments of section 14, he shall be punishable with fine which may extend 
to five hundred rupees. 

(3) If any person wilfully fails to comply with any notice issued 
under section 13 or section 16, he shall be punishable with imprisonment 
which may extend to six months, or with fine which may extend to one 
thousand rupees, or with both. 

31. Service of notice. — Any notice or order to be served on any person 
■for the purposes of this Act may be sent by post to that person at his 
last known address or may be served upon him in such other manner as 
may be prescribed. 

32. Oompetent authority to be public servant. — Eor the purposes of 
this Act every competent authority and where the oompetent authority 
'Consists of a committee of two or more air officers, every member of the 
committee shall be deemed to be a public servant within the mefjning of 
section 21 of the Indian Penal Code (Act XEV of 1860). 

33. Power of Central Government to grant exemptions.— The (VTitral 
Government may, for special reasons and subject to such conditions as 
may be prescribed, by order exempt any person from any obligation or 
liability under this Act or atiy particular provision thereof. 
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34. Power to m&ke rules. — (I) Tho Central Government may, by noti- 
tioation in the Official Gazette, make rules lor carrying out the purposes- 
of this Act. 

{S) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality of the fore- 
going power, such rules may provide for all or any of the following matters, 
namely : — 

(a; the composition and strength of any Air Force Eeserve; 

{b) the circumstances in which and the conditions subject to whioh- 
any officer or airman may be transferred or appointed to the Eegular 
Air Force Eeserve under section 6;

An Aot to provide for the .extension of disciplinary laws in 
force in any State relatinf? to the ai6ned police force of 
that State to members of the said foi'oe when serving 
outside that State. 

Be it enacted by Parliament ns follows: — 

1, Short title and extent. — (1) This Act may be called the State Armed 
Police Forces (Extension of Laws) Aot, 19.52 

(^) It extends to the whole of India except the State of Jammu and 
Kashmir. 

3. Definition. — In this Act, “armed police force” means any police force 
constituted by any of the ensotments specified in the Schedule for th« 
time being in force. 

3. Kxtenslon of dlaoipllnary laws of any State to members of the anned 
police force of that State when serving outaide that State. — Where any 
fletachment of an armed police force of a State is aervhig in any part of 
any other State, whether independently or by being attached to the poUoe 
force of that other State then, notwithstanding anything contained in sec- 
tion 3 of tlje Police Act 1SS8 (TIT of 1888), every membpr of thp ;i^d 
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detachment, while diBoharging the funotiona of a police officer in that other 
State, shall continue tc> be subject to the same laws in respect of discipline 
and liabilities as would have been applicable to him, if he had been dis- 
•harglng those fxmctlons within the State to which the said force belongs. 

i. Power to add to, or omit from, the Schedule.— The Central Govern- 
ment may, by notification in the Official Gazette, add to, or omit from, 
the Bohedule any enactment and on the publication of such n notification, 
the Schedule shall be deemed to be amended accordingly.
